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PURPOSE: To obtain a stable dehydrated medicine without causing deterioration 
in quality, by incorporating crystalline <r-maltose in a hydrous material, e.g. 
hydrous nutrient material or hydrous physiologically active material, etc., and 
converting the crystalline cr-maltose into hydrous >ff-maltose crystals. 

CONSTITUTION:* A dehydrated medicine obtained by incorporating crystalline 
ir- maltose in a medicine, raw material therefor or processing intermediate there- 
of to convert the t^-maltose into hydrous >S-maltose crystals and reducing the 
moisture of a hydrous material, e.g. the above-mentioned medicine. Crystalline 
or-maltose, obtained by concentrating an aqueous solution of high-purity maltose 
with ^85wt%, based on the solid, maltose content under reduced pressure to 
give a syrup with <10wt% moisture content in a high concentration and crystal- 
lizing the above-mentioned syrup in the presence of a seed crystal while keeping 
at 50~130°C and containing ^55wt% optical isomer ar-maltose and <3wt% 
moisture content is preferred for the crystalline or-maltose.

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PURPOSE: The titled application agent, obtained by laminating a pressure- 
sensitive adhesive material layer containing a nonsteroidal anti- inflammatory 
and analgesic agent in a salt form and an organic acid on a flexible support 
and capable of enhancing the solubility and percutaneous absorbability of the 
above-mentioned agent. 

CONSTITUTION: An anti -inflammatory and analgesic agent obtained by laminat- 
ing a pressure- sensitive adhesive material layer containing a nonsteroidal anti- 
inflammatory and analgesic agent in a salt form (except diclofenac sodium), 
e.g. tolmetin sodium, fenoprofen calcium, meclomen, etc., and an organic 
carboxylic acid as an additive for enhancing the solubility and percutaneous 
absorbability of the above-mentioned agent, preferably carboxylic acid on a 
flexible support, e.g. nonwoven fabric, paper or expanded film. The content 
of the organic acid is preferably within 10— 50pts.wt. range based on lOOpts.wt. 
anti- inflammatory and analgesic agent. A high polymer based adhesive material 
is used as the pressure-sensitive adhesive material and an acrylic pressure- 
sensitive adhesive material is preferred from the viewpoint of adhesive property 
to the skin and stability of the above-mentioned agent. 
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PURPOSE: A safely usable antimutagenic agent, containing a specific 
monophenolic compound as an active ingredient and having high antimutagenic 
effect and very low toxicity to normal cells. 

CONSTITUTION: An antimutagenic agent containing a compound expressed by 
the formula (R is H or CH3) as an active ingredient. The dose thereof is prefer- 
ably 0.1 — lOmg/kg/day. The compound expressed by the formula has high 
antimutagenic activity. The mechanism of action thereof is believed to increase 
the activity of an enzyme capable of repairing damage of a DNA suffered 
from a mutagen, exhibit the reparative effect on the DNA in the establishing 
process of the mutagenicity and relate to the inhibition of the development 
of carcinogenicity. Therefore, the agent can be safely used for the purpose 
of producing preventive effect on a suspicious case of mutagenicity for a long 
period. 
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
